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Club Outings for 1938 


N ORDER to meet a growing demand the 

Sierra Club will conduct two different 
types of High Trip for this summer. Besides 
the regular outing during July there wil! also 
be a Burro Trip planned for the first two 
weeks in August. 

The regular outing party will attempt this 
year to explore thoroughly the country vis- 
ited rather than cover an extensive amount of 
territory. Four-day camps will be made at 
Tuolumne Meadows, Lake Ediza and in the 
Mono Recesses. This will afford ample op- 
portunity for nature lover and mountaineer 
to become well acquainted with most of the 
features adjacent to these splendid locations. 

While in Yosemite National Park the party 
will be accompanied by a ranger-naturalist 
well acquainted with all of the points of in- 
terest. Here, as elsewhere, regular climbing 
parties will be organized to scale the various 
worthwhile peaks, including some over 
13,000 feet in altitude. A thorough explora- 
tion will be made of the Lyell Glacier, with 
its ice grottoes, crevasses, bergschrund and 
other interesting glacial features. In the less 
Visited territory fishermen will find plenty 
of lakes and streams well stocked with trout 
that are none too well acquainted with the 
ways of man. The photographer and lover of 


scenic beauty will find special interest in such 
outstanding features en route as the Water- 
wheel Falls, Devils Postpile, Rainbow Fall, 
the Banner-Ritter-Minaret group of rugged 
peaks, and the chaotic system of mountains in 
the Mono Recess region. The Minarets, the 
Abbot and Pioneer groups will offer tempt- 
ing opportunities to the more skilled rock 
climbers, 

The outing will again be under the man- 
agement of Richard M. Leonard and Oliver 
Kehrlein. Martin Brady, the genial chef of 
the 1937 outing and the Clair Tappaan 
Lodge, has been re-engaged. He will have 
the able assistance of C. E. Turner and staff. 
Mountaineering will be under the experi- 
enced leadership of Norman Clyde. 

The Burro Trip contemplates starting 
from Big Meadow, near General Grant Na- 
tional Park, and making a circuit over Colby 
Pass into the Kern-Kaweah gorge and the 
headwaters of the Kern River and the South 
Fork of the Kings. On this trip members will 
have the opportunity to learn the technique 
of seasoned and self-reliant mountaineers. 

The outing deposit for the High Trip 
will be $75 for four weeks and $40 for two 
weeks, The Burro Trip will cost approxi- 
mately $26 for the two weeks.

Preparations are now being made for the 


fourteenth session of the Yosemite School of 
Field Natural History to be held this sum- 
mer from June 20 to August 6 in Yosemite 
National Park. A distinguished staff drawn 


from nearby universities and Park Service 
personnel will share in the instruction which 


is conducted primarily in the field. One 


week will be spent on a park research reserve 
project and two weeks on a back-country pack 
trip for the study of flora, fauna and geology 
of the High Sierra. This school is maintained
